Thenews ofapair of Chinese American teenagers who 
jumped to their death in New York City last week 
stunned our community. The incidents leading to the 
sisters" doublesuicide sounded all too famiiliar to Chinese. 
families: ， parental objection to interracial dating and 
young people's rebelllous attitudes. 

We can understand the apprenhension of most Chinese 
parents toward interracial marriage of their children， 
But the new immigrants must accept the reality of this 
nation where a multitude of ethnic groups coexists. 
Especially im a family such as the Hwangs who had 
moved into a Hispanic community，to denay the teen- 
agers of meeting neighbors and dating schoolmates is 
both cruel and unrealistic， 

It would not be charitable to*condemn the Hwang 
parents when so litte about the family is known at this 
point.， But this would be a good time for all Chinese 
American families to reflect.
